Referee M. Sinclair ruled that 
he had handled, and after angry 
scenes in which it seemed the 
referee might be attacked by 
invading spectators, Sturrock 
scored the equaliser. 


Several minutes elapsed before 
the ritual of the last three minutes 
could be played out, and at the 
end the referee had to be pro- 
tected by officials. 

Wycombe’s” secretary, Mr. Tom 
Hayter, said afterwards: ‘ This was 
a cruel decision, and Rundle is in 
tears. It is so unfortunate because 
the referee controlled the match 
perfectly otherwise.”
